Rice Growers approved mar- 
keting quotas for the 1960 rice 
crop by a favorable vote of 
90.7 percent in a referendum 
held Dec. 15, according to pre- 
liminary reports received last 
night by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 

Last year the vote for quotas 
on the 1959 rice crop was 86.9 
percent favorable. Approval by 
at least two-thirds of the grow- 
ers voting in a reférendum is} 
required before quotas can be 
put into effect.

Keeping Pace With Progress 


The news that the City of Belle Glade will engage pro- 
fessional planners from the Florida Development Commission 
to create a modern program of city planning greets us as a 
balm to a stinging sore. 

Over the years for one reason or another in civic man- 
agement and progress of our community, we have stumbled 
through situations with a good, deal of luck. Time after time 
we've heard the remark that “It could have all been avoided 
with a little prior planning." That may soon be a thing of 
the past if the city carries through a proposed planning 
pregram with regard to streets, utilities, zoning and other 
facets of municipal activity. 

Through planned zoning, we may side-step previous pit- 
falls. Improper zoning can even affect our health. Knowing 
zoning problems in advance will allow time to plan our 
moves. It might conceivably allow entrepreneurs to catch 
a glimpse of anticipated growth and development of our 
area whereby they might plan bigger stores, more stores or a 
wider range of service. 

Through utility planning, we'll know where our sewer 
and water lines should go to serve more people and pro- 
duce greater revenue. The city can see through projec- 
tions if water lines are adequate or not. 

The need for streets, parks, playgrounds, municipal 
services and more personnel might well be known ip a 
vance all because of proper prior planning. 

Planning in the Glades means progress, and progress 
is this area’s middle name. The means could easily be in our 
grasp, We look forward to sessions with the Florida Develop- 
ment Commission representative with avid anticipation. 


Open Your Mouth And Yell 


A recentlyorganized association of rental property 
owners at Belie Glade has enthusiastically approached the 
city’s current sewe rates with a cocked eyebrow, and 
it's members subsequently provided the ety with a graphic 
illustration—they said—of the inequities of the rate struc- 
ture, * . 
Pleading for more equitable rates, they approached the 
city for relief and were told that nothing could be done 
until the present rate structure had been tested over a 12- 
month period to learn how much income could be produced. 

‘The city commission acknowledged that until the sew- 
erage system had been in operation that long, no one act- 
waiy knew if the rates would go up or could be reduced 
1n specitic areas, ond holders, it was learned, would be re- 
luctant to permit changes until they know the sewerage 
system can support itself. 1 

So, there's the problem. Long before the switch was 
turned last September, tne city held hearings to listen to 
evidence that the rates were or were not equitable or dis- 
criminatory. The tew who spoke either raised to protest iong 
enough or they failed to see what was coming. 

‘Therein les a moral: Let your feelings be heard by 
participation in municipal government. Find out whats gv- 
ing on, what's being planned, what's happening. Learn 
whether, civic decisions artect you and your neigabor, 

When the city commission meeting plays to an empty 
house, it means—among other things—that rew people are 
vitally enough interested in their city’s affairs to see at first 
hand what's going on. Get up and express your opinion once 
in awhile instead of waiting until the shooting's over to see 
what occurred. Open your mouth and yeil figuratively, 
when you see problems ahead, @
